66J WAS having lunch," says 
Dick Mace, "with several 
motion picture executives, and 
the subject of origins came up 
• — in this case origin of the 
movies. 1 ' 

Havildnd was one of the 
party and he gave the story: 

In the late summer of 1913 
four> young men were lunch* 
ing together at the Hotel Gar* 
idge on 44th Street and Broad- 
way. The group consisted 
of two theatrical men, a glove 
talesman and a lavyer; their 
ages ran from 26 to 32, 

The theatre was represented 
by Cecil B. De Mille and his 
friend Jesse L. Lasky; the 
glove salesman was Sam Gold- 
wyn, and the lavyer was 
Arthur Friend, an intimate 
crony of the other three. 

Throughout this historic 
luncheon Arthur had been us- 
ing his training as a lawyer 
to convince the others that 
there was a future in motion 
pictures. 

He did not havemudi luck. 
De Mille apparently sum- 
marized what each one felt, 
when lie said, "As for motion 
pictures, if 1 want to commit 
suicide, I feel sure ! can find 
a much less painful and more 
honorable way." 

But the argument continued. 
Finally Cecil weakened. 

"1 tell you what, Jesse," he 
suggested, "before we turn the 
proposition down flat, let' 1 * go 
out and see one of the damn 
things." 

So they went and saw the 
nearest picture. An hour later 
when they emerged from the 



theatre, Jesse turned to Cecil 
speculatively. "What do you 
think, Cecil?" 

Cecil was frowning thought- 
fully. "Well, I don't know 
anything about pictures, but if 
I can't do better than that, I 
ought to be shot at sunrise." 

Thus was brought about the 
entrance into motion pictures 
of three of its most important 
pioneer producers. 

The boys lost no time in 
getting right down to business; 
within a few weeks the Jesse 
L. Lasky Feature Play Com- 
pany was organized with a 
total cash capital of approxi- 
mately $20,000. Jesse, as a 
well known and established 
impressario of vaudeville, be- 
came president. Sam was vice- 
president and business man- 
ager; Arthur was secretary and 
legal adviser, while Cecil ac- 
quired the title of Director- 
General. 

After much careful consid- 
eration the boys had decided 
that Flagstaff, Arizona, was 
just the, place to build their 
studio. It certainly looked good 
on the map; government sta- 
tistics proved beyond a doubt 
that it was ideal. Also, some 
stool pigeon hinted that it oc- 
casiona!l% got foggy in Cali- 
fornia. 

It was rather a shock, there- 
fore, to the Director-General 
when, followed by his faithful 
army of two, one of which was 
a $5,000 star, Dustin Farnum, 
he descended from the train 
at Flagstaff and stepped into 
the midst of a raging blizzard. 

"It ts hard to judge at first 




glance, Duity ,** said t h e 
Director-General thoughtfully, 
"but somehow this doesn't 
strike me as the perfect spot 
in which to make pictures." 

A bell signaled the train's 
departure; decisions had to be 
made quickly. "Hi, boys," 
shouted C. B. to the baggage 
men. "Put those trunks aboard 
again; we're bound for Cali- 
fornia!" 

Bearing in mind the Com- 
pany's slender resources in 
searching for a studio site, 
C. B. discovered an old barn 
on Vine and Hollywood. It be- 
came the executive offices, 
property rooms and various 
informal corners which were 
dignified by the name of 
"departments". 

Out among the lemon trees 
a stage was built; not at all 
a motion picture stage such as 
we think of today, but a small 
wooden platform without walls 
or roof. A row of dressing 
rooms was built of light paste- 
board with just enough wood- 
en framework to keep the 
whole thing from collapsing in 
a stiff breeze. Under these con- 
ditions the young company 
started work. 

At this time, not only was 
the Motion Picture Trust fight- 
ing the independents, but 
these were fighting one another. 
There was plenty of espionage 
in the studios, each company 
feeling in duty bound to place 
one or more spies on the pay- 
rolls of its competitors. Sabo- 
tage was not unknown; the 
main idea was to beat the other 
fellow, and fair means were 



used only as a last resort. 

After long labor and great 
difficulties, The Squaw Man 
(De Mille's first picture) was 
shot; that is to say/ the camera 
work was finished and the 
picture was being cut. It had 
been something of a race be- 
tween the completion of the 
picture and the extinction of 
the bank account. 

The saboteurs had been 
waiting for this moment. When 
the picture was ready to be 
shown, the Director-General, 
flanked by His assistants, sat 
in the darkened projection 
room ready for the thrill of 
seeing his first screen work in 
its entirety. As the picture 
flashed on the screen, Cecil got 
one of the biggest thrills of his 
young life, but not at all the 
kind of thrill he expected. 
Scenes that had been perfect 
tn the daily "rushes" now ap- 
peared before his eyes with 
strange marks and scratches 
throughout their length; fre- 
quently large, jagged, black 
patches indicated holes in the 
cutting room; they had done 
it thoroughly, and most of the 
negative had been wrecked by 
being drawn, none too gently,, 
between the workman's heel 
and the cutting room floor. 

It was disaster. The money 
was gone and all Cecil had to 
show for it was 5,000 feet of 
perfectly useless film. There 
was only one thing to do: the 
picture had to be made all over 
again, and somehow, another 
twenty thousand dollars had to 
be raised. It was impossible, 
but it just had to be done. 

Well, it was raised, and 
when The Squaw Man was 
completed for the second time 
■nd the negative ready for cut* 
'ing, Cecil was present in 
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person ! And at last the finished 
film was rushed to New York. 

"One of the men to see that 
first film," says Dick Mace, 
"was Haviland and his story 
follows." 

The house darkened and the 
picture began to appear. Of 
course the film broke several 
times; in those days the film 
always broke several times; 
but in spite of this the story 
held; it was essentially drama, 
the acting restrained and real- 
istic, the emotional climax 
poignant. Haviland admits that 
parts of the film brought a tear 
to his eyes and by this he knew 
that something was taking 
place within him; taking place 
within others. 

All sorts of unrealities were 
forgiven the film in those early 
days, merely because it had 
never been possible to correct 
them. Daylight shone unre- 
buked through windows in the 
dead of night; moonlight was 
represented in various colors 
from deep orange to a bright 
and vivid blue until an "im- 
provement" was made by pass* 
ing the film through two 
successive dyes, blue and am- 
ber. The process gave a moon- 
light much more picturesque 
than anything Nature had been 
able to provide, but it had the 
disadvantage of making the 
characters look like disinter* 
red corpses. 

These were still the days 
when it was not at all unusual 
to change the whole plot after 
the picture was finished. Many 
an actor had the startling ex- 
perience of seeing quite 
another story from the one he 
had played, and himself speak- 
ing lines he had never dreamed 
of when the picture was shot. 
He saw himself entering hit 



big moment and saying, "So 
this is what I find, my wife 
in another man's arms; instead 
of which he found himself 
saying, "You look pale, my 
dear; is anything the matter?" 

In those days of screen in- 
experience actors were talking 
their heads off, often impro- 
vising the lines as they went 
along. As the language they 
used was apt to be more force- 
ful than polished, lip-readers 
in the audience received many 
a shock; so many in fact that 
it was soon necessary to have 
directors take charge of all 
language which was not apt to 
appear on the screen and we 
that it would pass muster of 
polite society. 

Sets were simple. They had 
to be. For one picture the 
Mississippi was created in a 
long narrow tank of boards 
and tarpaulin. It was 40 feet 
long, 6 feet wide and contain- 
ed about a foot of water, which 
was kept in motion by paddles 
outside the camera lines. The 
property department had built 
"two little sidewheel steamers 
about 18 inches long, which 
were moved by wires under the 
water. The camera traveled 
slowly alongside the two boats 
as they moved down the tank. 
When they neared the end of 
the tank, a small charge of 
powder blew one of the boats 
to pieces. 

Seen on the screen, the il- 
lusion was not so bad except 
for one thing: there was no 
known way of controlling the 
tempo of the water or the ex- 
plosion itself. The boat waa 
blown to pieces far too quick- 
ly, and the water betrayed ill 
true depth. Todav the »l»w-
